GENTLEMEN 


Having accepted nomination as the Liberal Standard Bearer in the forthcoming election and being an enthus- 
iastic believer in the benefits to be derived from the Reciprocity pact with the United States I desire to place before 
you a few reasons why the cause I support should receive your endorsation at the Polls. 

In December 1910 the farmers of Canada sent a large deputation to Ottawa to lay before the Government 
their demands relative to remedial measures for the benefit of the farming interests, and a reciprocal agreement with 
the United States was one of the most important measures suggested.

Access, duty free, to a new market of ninety million people is what this reciprocal trade arrangement means 
and it is for the farmer to say whether he will accept or decline the offer put before him by the Government. 

The Reciprocity Agreement also provides for a considerable reduction on the duty of agricultural implements 
and this will enable the farmer to save money on his purchases of the many necessary farm implements. 

Asa member of the United Farmers Association of Alberta I endorse the platform of that organization and if 
sent to Ottawa as your representative I shall do everything in my power to bring about a further substantial reduc- 
tion of the duty on agricultural implements at the earliest possible date. 

The farmers of Canada through the deputation sent to Ottawa asked for reciprocity and those of you who 
follow the discussions in the House know that but for tht opposition of the Conservative party, Reciprocity would 
now be in force and we should be getting the benefit. If you vote for the Liberal Party and return that Party to 
power you will have the Agreement ratified just as soon a liament can be re-assembled. 

As has been already pointed out the Conservative Party is opposed to this measure and by supporting their 
Candidate you are assisting to elect that Party to power and therefore assisting to destroy the Reciprocal agreement. 

The powerful industrial and financial interests of the East are opposed to the agreement and if the Conserva- 
tives get into power these interests will dictate the Policy of that Party and Tariff reduction will be impossible.

Newcoal mining Towns will spring up in these coal fields and new home 
markets for farm products. : 

Railways will be induced to come in from the South affording us better transportation facilities. 

One of the arguments advanced by the Conservative party against the Pact is that better trade relations with 
the United States will tend to make us disloyal to Britain and create a desire for political Union with the United States. 

But at the present time Canada does a much larger volume of business annually with the United States than 
she does with Great Britain yet Canadians have not been termed disloyal. A prosperous peopleare always a Loyal 
People and if we double our business with the United States that will not weaken our loyalty to Great Britain. 

The Liberal Party have in the past drawn together the bonds of Empire by giving British manufacturers a 
preference in Canada and will increase that preference. The Conservative Party opposed the British Preference 
almost as bitterly as they now oppose Reciprocity, yet they now talk loudly of their Loyalty to Britain. 

Reciprocity with the United States will rapidly enhance the value of our lands. The Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company advertising in Seattle state that the passing of the Pact will increase the value of Western Canada 
Lands one hundred per cent. This means wealth to every Homesteader. 

In conclusion | would say that | am not without parliamentary experience and I would point to my record in the Prov- 
incial Legislature.
